More than 24 hours of silence’ have 
intervened since that time, however, 
despite the fact that ships at sea and 
islands have been asked to report if 
his plane was sighted. 

If the young pilot had tmaintained 
his schedule as mapped out. before he 
left Brunswi¢k, he should have been 
over Dutch Guiana tonight. 

Redfern would have passed Porto 
Rico last. midnight and passed over 
the Caribbean during the remainder 
of the night. Daybreak would have 
found him nearing St. George, Gren- 
ada Island, or Tobago Island.

WINDS AGAIN HALT 


CONDITIONS BAD UP COAST 


100 Gallons of Gasoline Cut From 
Load for Passenger, Reducing the 
Cruising Radius 500 Miles.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., Aug. 
26.—The single motored Fokker 
monoplane Old Glory, in ‘whicb 
Lloyd W. Bertaud and J. De Witt 
Hill, airmail pilots, expect to fly to 
Rome, was lashed down on the run- 
way again tonight. Loaded witb 
fuel and tuned to go, the big yellov 
winged plane has waited three days 
for favorable winds and the promise 
of good weather over the Atlantic. 


Tonight, Dr. James H. Kimball of 
the Weather Bureau told the pilots 
that if they had taken off ay 
they would have encountered head- 
winds all the way from Long Island 
to Halifax, fog and low clouds off 
Newfoundland, and then follow- 
ing winds across the A tic. He 
advised the take-off under 
the conditions and after conferences 
that lasted almost all day the pilots 
decided to wait. 

An east wind on the runway, from 
just the wrong direction for a safe 
take-off, added to the risk. This 
afternoon the pilots decided to move 
their hea laden ship, carrying a 
total of 12, pounds, to the west 
end of the runway and follow Lind- 
bergh’s and Chamberlin’s example in 
taking off toward the east without 
the aid’ of the mound from which 
the America started. The plane was 
towed into position and the me- 
chanics were going. over it .when 
word came from the Weather Bureau 
of the northeast winds from here to 
Halifax. 

After talking things over with 
Philip Payne, flight director for 
William R,- Hearst who is backing 
the flight, the pilots decjded the risk 
of bucking the head winds with 
their heavy ‘ship was too great: To 
lighteu their load they have already 
removed 100 gallons of fuel, a sacri- 
fice of i 500 miles in Gites 
radius. ayne has signified his 
intention of going along, which 
means an additional - wei ght of 200 
pounds. This Saeshinations of prob- 
lems caused the pilots to pdstpone 
their take-off until they get west 
winds on the field here and west 
winds all the way across the ocean 
which they hope’ to’ have by Sunday.

MESSAGE TRAVELS ON LINE 


‘Shadow’ Effect of Obstacies Is 


Pronounced—Groadcast to Be 
Tried to This City.

SCHENECTADY, Aug. 26.—The 
General Electric Company announced 
this afternoon that experiments are 
being conducted with a five-meter 
radio transmitter, the preliminary 
results of which indicate that this 
type of equipment is likely to play an 
important part in the construction of 
radio apparatus for communication 
with airplanes. 

The installation is located at South 
Schenectady. The complete transmit- 
ter is housed in a bex suspended in 
mid-air from a mast about sixty feet 
high. The installation is tuned by 
remote control from a small shack 
at the base of the pole. 

The frequency is s0 high that it 
acts like beams, casting sha- 
dows or ‘‘dead spots’’ when objects 
intervene between the tr tter 
the receiver.

Plan Tests to This City. 


Tt is planned, as soon as more 
power can be added to the transmit- 
ter, to place a short-wave receiver 
on top of the Woolworth Building.

The eers do 
not expect that the signals will be 
audible at the base of the Woolworth 
Tower. 

With an output of sixty watts, the 
five-meter waves have covered thir- 
ty-two miles, but with additional 
power it anticipated that the broad- 
cast will reach New York City.

Two. of. these 
tubes are employed in the five-meter 
outfit. The antenna is a vertical: cop- 
per rod about ten feet long extend- 
ing upward from the roof of the 
tra tter house. 

Dr. E. F. W. Alexanderson, dis- 
cussing the five-meter tests, said: 

“The shorter the wave length the 
straighter it will travel. The short 
waves act like light, in that they 


cast shadows when objects such as all 


trees, buil , hills or mountains 
intervene. e signals may be 
audible on top of a hill, but grow 
weak as the receiver is moved down 
the slope that faces the transmitter. 
On the other side of the hill the 
broadcasts cannot be heard because 
of the shadow effect. 

‘‘We have not been experimenting 
long enough with five meters to de- 
termine the relative values of day 
and night effects.’’ 


New Microphone and Tubes. 

A new condenser type of micro 
phone and four-element vacuum tube, 
designed for transmission, are 
looked upon by the General Electric 
engineers as foreshadowing the trend 


in the broadcasting field. 


The new microphone now part of

Party May Endorse Him for Mu- 
nicipal Bench as Their Choice 
in Second District Declines. 


MANY SEE VICTORY IN MOVE 


Dispute Starts in Brooklyn Over the 
Endorsement of Carroll, a Dem- 
__ocrat, for State Senator. 


The way for Republican endorse- 
ment of Municipal Court Justice 
Jacob Panken, the only Socialist 
Judge in this city, was cleared yes- 
terday when Samuel W. Greenwald, 
a Republican designee for Municipal 


_ Court Justice in the Second District, 


filed his declination with the Board 
of Elections. Under the election law, 
the Republican committee to fill 
vacancies will have until Tuesday at 
midnight to name a substitute. 

There has been for some time a 
feeling among the Republican lIcad- 
ers south of Fourteenth Street that 
Justice Panken should receive their 
party’s endorsement. His service on 
the bench has been commended by 
hie colleagues, and he is understood 
to have received the endorsement of 
the Municipal Court Committee of 
the Bar Association. 

Two Municipal Court Justices are 
to ‘be elected in the Second District 
in .November, and some of the Re- 
publican leaders believe they would 
bave an excellent chance to carry 
the district if they should endorse 
Justice Panken. Samuel S. Koenig, 
Republican County Chairman, whose 
Assembly District, the Sixth, is in 
the Second Municipal Court District,

Panken Elected in 1917. 

Justice Panken was elected in 1917 
by more than 5,000 plurality over his 
Democratic opponent and about 7,000 
over his Republican opponent. His 
success led to fusion between Tam- 
Many and the Republicans in this dis- 
trict as long as the Socialist strength 
continued, and no other Socialist 
Judge was elected. In recent years 
the Socialist strength has waned. The 
Socialist leaders expect to make large 
gains in the vote in the lower east 
side this Fall because of resentment 
in that section over the execution of 
Sacco and Vanzetti. With an in- 
creased Socialist vote, many of the 
Republicans believe that a Republi- 
can-Socialist fusion will carry the 
district. 

F. P. Catinella is the other Re- 
publican designee for Justice in the 
district. The Democratic designees, 


who are unopposed for nomination, 
are Joseph Raimo and A. Harawitz.

GALE BATTERS SHIPS 
OF FISHING FLEET 


Three Grounded on Northern 
Coast—Others Reach Port 
With Masts Blown Off. 





NEW ENGLAND HARD HIT 


Woman and Crew of Seven Are 
Marooned for 38 Hours—Ten 
Dead in Nova Scotia. 


BOSTON, Aug. 26 (®.—Thirteen 
deaths, ;three of which were in New- 
foundland and ten in’ Nova Scotia, 
have been reported as partial toll of 
the gale which swept the North At- 
lantic Coast yesterday, inflicting tre- 
mendous losses upon maritime and 
agricultural interests and lines of 
communication. 

The closest survey possible today 
revealed that three vessels had been 
wrecked, costing two lives, a third 
person was drowned and a fourth.is 
missing in the wake of the storm’s 


A search of the wreckage of the 
hooner Sligo yielded today the 
of a fourteen-year-old boy, 
trapped and drowned in the forecas- 
tle, and raised the total casualties 
of the storm near Halifax to ten. 
Others of the crew are missing and 
may swell the list of those who per- 
ished in the gale. 

Gaunt souvenirs. of the storm’s 
fury were s ling into port here. 
Dismasted vessels, with sails, small 
boats and other gear ripped away, 
testified to the damage done to the 
fishing fleets. 

Three schooners, two from Glouces- 
ter and one from Portland, were 
reported aground, and a coastwise 
schooner, badly smashed, was towed 
into Vineyard Haven today. 


Eight Rescued on Schooner. 


A tale of hardship as a woman and 
seven men huddled on top of the 
afterhouse for thirty-eight hours was 
related when the Parrsboro (N. 5S.) 
schooner Minas Princess was towed 
into Vineyard Haven by a Coast 
Guard vessel. The schooner, hit by 
the gale on Wednesday when twenty- 
five miles north of Cape Cod, filled 
with water and lost her main and 
mizzenmasts. The only place of 
shelter was the top of the afterhouse. 
There the Captain and crew of six 
men, with Mrs. Lorway Norris, wife 
of the second mate, stayed until the 
destroyer Henles came alongside 
Thursday afternoon. They had a 
little food but no water. en the 
destroyer offered to take Mrs. Norris 
aboard she refused, saying she would 
stay with her husband. either she 
nor members of the crew suffered 
serious effects from their experience.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 26.— After 
cruising on the high seas of golf for 
ten years without once meeting in 
the final round of an amateur cham- 
pionship, Bobby Jones of Atlanta and 
Chick Evans of Chicago will have 
that opportunity tomorrow, when 
they will play a thirty-six hole round 
to decide who is to fall heir to the 
crown George Von Elm surrendered 
on Wednesday afternoon.

As a result of the dampness and 
frigidity and what not the Giants are 
compelled to play double-headers to- 
day and tomorrow with the Cards 
and Monday with the Cubs, but the 
chief burden of their complaint has 
to do with the strange case of Mr. 
Thomas. 

It seems that back in the late Sum- 
mer of 1925 Mr.Thomas, who had re- 
cently graduated from the University 
of California, was touring through 


the West with a few fellow-students. 
Arriv at Ottumwa, Iowa, the 
found itself rather short of funds. To 
put matters bluntly, the collegians 
were dead broke. 

At this point Mr. Thomas had a 
brilliant inspiration. “I am a poy 
fair base — he said h 
comrades. ““Why shouldn’t I pick up 
a few dollars by pitching for the local 
ball team?’’ 


Thomas Signed With Ottumwa. 


All hands agreeing that this would — 


be a master stroke, Mr. Thomas 
signed a contract with the Ottumwa 
club of the Mississippi Valley League 


under the name of Collins. He pitched 
five games for his new employers 
during the remainder of the season 
and then left for that dear California 
with his pockets lined with money. 

During the Winter the Ottumwa 
club sold Thomas to the Okalhoma 
City team of the Western League. 
During the same Winter Sam w- 
ford, org eg Bees the Giants, ap- 
proached Mr. omas with the propo- 
sition that he sign with the Giants. 
Mr Thomas, evidently considering 
that his term of employment on the 
Ottumwa club had expired, told 
Crawford that he was a free agent. 
On this basis the Giants paid him 
$2.500 bonus to sign with them. 

The next Spring Fay reported to 
the Giants at their training camp in 
Sarasota, Fla., and was farmed out 
to the New Haven club for seasoning. 
After a successful season there he 
was recalled by the Giants, farmed 
out again and ultimately he rejoined 
the McGrawmen in June of this year. 
He finished a few games and was 
considered by John McGraw to be a 
youngster of great promise. 


*‘Collins’’ Drops Out of Sight. 


Meanwhile, the Ottumwa and Okla- 
homa City moguls were wondering 
where Mr. Thomas, alias Mr Collins, 
could be. Mr. Collins had dropped 
out of sight and the Oklahoma City 


officials forgot all about it until they 
saw a picture in the papers which 
was a remarkable likeness of ‘‘Mr. 
Collins,’’ although it was _ labelled 
“Fay Thomas,’’ young pitching star 
of the New York Giants.’’ 

When the Oklahoma City club put 
in a claim for the pitcher, it was 
referred to Commissioner Landis, 
who held a hearing on the matter 
at the Hotel Roosevelt in this city 
several days — * Thomas, on being 

uestioned, admitted that he had 
signed a contract with Ottunwa un- 
der the name of Collins. The Giants, 


Manager McGraw, promptly volun- 
teered to transfer omas to the 
Oklahoma City club, and Judge Lan- 
dis ordered this change. 

Furthermore, according to the an- 
nouncement made by Judge Landis 
yesterday, the Commissioner decided 
to suspend Thomas for the remainder 
of the season. As another condition 
to Thomas’s reinstatement he will 
have to repay the Giants the $2,500 
they gave h to sign a contract.

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QUICK WORK IN IRELAND. 


_If there are Judges in Berlin, there 
are politicians in Dublin. The sudden 
decision to dissolve the Dail and to 
hold a general eléction no later than 
Sept. 15 took the opponents of the 
Government by surprise. Mr. DE 
VALERA speaks of it as “ sharp prac- 
tice.” Since the GRACCHI complain- 
ing of sedition, there has been noth- 
ing equal to this coming from a po- 
litical leader whose own practice has 
just been shown to be of the very 
sharpest kind. After vowing that he 
would never take the oath of alle- 
giance to King GEORGE, he took it as 
what he called a mere “ empty for- 
mality.” It proved to be more empty 
than he thought, for, though like 
HENRY IV he thought Paris well 
worth a mass, he was frustrated in 
the very act of coalescing with the 
Labor Party in order to turn out the 
Cosgrave Government. That par- 
ticular sharp practice failed by a 
hair; and now the Government has 
sought to take advantage of the 
popular tide which -it believes is 
flowing in its favor. : 

President COSGRAYE was doubtless 
strengthened in his resolve to go at 
once to the country by his success in 
the two by-elections in Dublin. 
These gave. ¢very.indication of con- 
fidence in the Government, with a 
touch. of: disgust with Mr, DE Va- 
LERA and the leader of the Labor 
Party, Mr. JOHNSON, for having 
made a rather discreditable bargain 
which, after all, would not work. It 
is evident from the angry cries of 
these two party leaders that they 
feel themselves caught unawares. It 
is reported that Mr. DE VALERA’S 
party in particular feels itself much 
hampered by a lack of funds for the 
campaign. These can hardly. arfive 
from America in time, and in suf- 
ficient amount, to give him the 
sinews of war by Sept. 15. 

It seems hardly probable that the 
Cosgrave Government will be able 
to win an absolute majority in the 
new’ Dail: But it ‘may easily suc- 
ceed in inflicting such heavy blows 
upon the two main parties opposed 
to it, and in demonstrating that the 
people as a whole are impatient with 
futile political manoeuvrés, that it 
may be able to carry on for some 
time to-come. Prophecy about what 
the Irish will do in a given 
situation is one of the most precari- 
ous things known to’man; but it is 
safe to predict that the Irish genius 
for politics will be amply displayed

THE RHINELAND OCCUPATION. 


A chronic item of European news 
before Locarno makes its reappear- 
ance after an absence of two years. 
Between London and Paris there is 
a certain strain over the allied 
troops inthe Rhineland. Anglo- 
French dissension concerning the 
proper attitude to Germany was an 
outstanding feature of the European 
situation for half a dozen years after 
the peace treaty, and was far from 
a happy feature. The change began 
with the inauguration of the Dawes 
Plan in 1924 and was completed at 
Locarno, From that day British pol- 
icy under the guidance of Sir AUSTEN 
CHAMBERLAIN has held fast to the 
principle ‘that’ much' more is to be 
gained by working in harmony with 
Paris, if not always in total agree- 
ment. The earlier procedure had 
only served to nurture false hopes 
at Berlin and breed exasperation be- 
tween the Allies. In ARISTIDE BRIAND 
the British Foreign Minister found 
so earnest and sincere a collaborator 
that Anglo-French friction vanished 
from the news. 
This is not to say that the old mis- 
understandings will return as a re- 
sult of the Rhineland question. But 
Great Britain has given such con- 
vincing proof of sympathy and coop- 
eration with Paris that she is now 
entitled to make her position clear 
on an issue of little practical impor- 
tance, but capable of undoing much 
of the good work that has been ac- 
complished for appeasement on both 
sides of the Rhine. The Germans 
frankly want to. see the allied 
troops out of the Rhineland. Though 
asking for complete evacuation, Ger- 
many would be content with a con- 
siderable reduction in the allied gar- 
rison. I[t is the British opinion that 
the present occupying forces, num- 
bering between 60,000 and 70,00U. 
might be cut down by,.,20 per cent. 
Paris has now declared that it will 
not jisten to a cut of more than 
5,000. In France for the moment 
the Briand viewpoint is in retire- 
ment before the Poincaré temper. 
Paris insists that the larger re- 
duction is not justified by Germany’s 
present attitude.’ Yet it is hard to 
see wherein Germany ‘has seriously 
departed from the Locarno spirit or 
from her various obligations. Allied 
military contro] in Germany has been 


}terminated. The destruction of the 


German fortresses on the eastern 
frontier has been carried out.. Ger- 
many is in the. League of Nations. 
Reparations are being duly paid. In 
the Sarre she has made concessions. 
By no means of teast importance, 
Germany and France have just con- 
cluded a commercial treaty, which 
would never have come to pass if in 
both countries there were. not a de- 
sire for peace and cooperation. Un-

PROTECTING WORLD-WIDE 
‘NEWS. 

| Dispatches from Geneva do not re- 
veal any considerable difference of 
opinion among the newspaper execu- 
tives debating, under the auspices of 
the League ‘of ‘Nations there, 
whether the legal establishment of 
news as property should be made in- 
ternational; A decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. has settled 
the question in this country ona 
basis of equity common to normal 
reasoning processes in any land; 
and if there were any doubt of the 
necessity of extending the applica- 
tion of the principle all over the 
earth, that doubt was removed re- 
cently by American aviators..' For- 
eign newspapers were naturally as 
much interested in what these men 
had to say as was their native press, 
but in many countries publishers 
were unable to buy the special arti- 
cles because they had no protection 
against a competitor who owned a 
printing. press .and some rolls of 
newsprint, and who proposed to use 
gratis the articles for which his rival 
had paid. In seeking to widen the 
legal recognition and protection of 
news as property, the American 
newspaper men at Geneva are simply 
attempting to secure for foreign 
publishers the rights they enjoy 
themselves. 

The only dissonant note was ap- 
parently uttered by Lord RIDDELL of 
the British press, who thought that 
each Government should settle the 
matter for itself without prompting 
by any League agency. Manifestly 
each Government will be free to act 
in the way it pleases, whatever the 
press conserence or the League may 
resolve. The objection to the resolu- 
tion made by Mr. KOENIGSBERG, an 
American delegate, is sounder. He 
believes in the idea, but remarked 
that there is no practical value in 
passing a resolution; no nation 
affected, he pessimistically implies, 
will pay any attention to it. This 
is hardly the fact; if unanimous ac- 
tion of this sort should come ‘from 
both the press conference and the 
League, remedial legislation would 
more likely than not flow from it. 

In the debates on the question the 
reservation was made that official 
news from official sources should 
not be established as property. This 
is, of course, an obvious restriction 
which the law should place on pub- 
lishers, but American publishers do 
not require this barrier, for it is dif- 
ficult to conjure up the spectacle of 
an American politician giving an im- 
portant piece of news to one par- 
ticular paper and refusing to con- 
firm or deny it to all others, includ- 
ing the press associations. But 
abroad, where there are semi-official 
news bureaus and Government ga- 
zettes, this could frequently happen, 
and does. 

A newspaper which discerns and 
obtains news, which seeks out and 
publishes news, or—as in the case of 
certain exploratory enterprises— 
which launches and outfits an expe- 
dition that makes news, has definite 
property rights in the commodity 
over competitors who have done 
none of these things.

DELAYED. 


A rumor of Broadway is that the 
agencies holding back from the Mc- 
Bride plan for honest practices in 
the sale of theatre tickets do so be- 
cause it is not “gyp-proof.” So 
high-minded are these gentlemen 
that nothing short of perfection will 
satisfy them. .-Under the terms of 
the plan the reiation between ticket 
sellers and public would be some- 
what raised, but uot to heaven,.. it 
will enable a patron to maintain a 
charge account, buy good seats at 
an advance of only 50 cents over the 
box-office price, and fee! that he is 
getting value for his money. It will 
permit brokers doing a legitimate 
business to continue and perhaps to 
increase their profits. A number of 
the profiteering, fly-by-night men it 
will put out of business; in fact, the 
mere threat has sufficed to elimi- 
mate several of them. It will not, 
unfortunately, prevent a few mush- 
room offices from working the old 
game from time tu time. 

No one will believe that dissatis- 
faction with the plan for this or any 
other fastidious reason holds back 
the dissenting agencies: ‘They have 
allowed the pian to grow cold in the 
hope that it will be forgotten and 
dropped. Their financial intcrest 
favors continuing the present ar-

“ MENTIONED.” 


President COOLIDGE has done a 
great kindness, even if unwitting, to 
a large number of worthy people. 
His withdrawal from the Presiden- 
tial race has permitted them to at- 
tain the high distinction of being 
“mentioned” for the Presidency. 
This has always meant a certain 
honor. Many have thought of it as 
a kind of unofficial decoration. Their 
friends. and families have been 
pleased and flattered by it. Thus to 
have been mentioned has made a 
public man in the United States feel 
that he belonged to a class apart— 
perhaps something like the old “‘At- 
tendibili” in Southern Italy. How- 
ever, that meant people of a dubious 
sort of eminence, the sort on which 
the police think it wise to keep an 
eye. 

Anyhow, the flow of informal 
nominations for the Presidency, con- 
sequent upon the field being left 
open, as it is believed, by President 
COOLIDGE, daily rises. One of the lat- 
est is that of Senator CurTIs of Kan- 
sas, though he has publicly discour- 
aged any movement in his behalf. 
But that cannot prevent his being 
mentioned. Another suggestion was 
inevitable. It has just been made at 
Port Jervis, where “ GIFFORD PIN- 
“CHOT, ex-Governor of Pennsyl- 
“ vania, was mentioned at a meeting 
“ of the Kiwanis Club here as a pos- 
“sible candidate for President of the

ECONOMICS VS. POLITICS IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


The proposal put forward at Wil- 
liamstown that a committee of 
Americans and Filipinos be formed 
to discuss the relations of the United 
States Government with the Philip- 
pines contains nothing new. Gen- 
eral Woop for years tried to induce 
the Filipino politicians to unite 
upon a practical plan to be dis- 
cussed by such a gathering. They 
were never able co agree among 
themselves what they really wanted. 
To enter into a general discussion 
would profit little at the present 
time and would again place em- 
phasis upon the political aspects of 
the problem. There has been in the 
past too much politics, both on the 
part of the Americans and the Fili- 
pinos, in considering the Philippine 
situation, and both sides have tost 
sight of the fact that the real prob- 
lem in the Philippines is economic, 
not political. General Woop, in his 
last report, posthumously published, 
called attention again to the “ lam- 
entable lack of interest” on the 
part of the Filipino politicians in 
the economic development of their 
islands. None realized better than 
he the backwardness of Filipino 
agriculture. None saw more clearly 
that agriculture is and will long 
remain the basic industry of the 
Philippines. 

The Filipinos have no “farm 
bloc.” Their politicians have car- 
ried into public life the heritage of 
their personal training, according to 
which agriculture has always been 
looked down upon as an occupation 
fit only for coolies. As a result they 
have done nothing for the farmer 
and, what is perhaps even more im- 
portant, have failed to consider s3e- 
riously various projects submitted 
to them from time to time for the 
improvement of agricultural condi- 
tions. in fact, such action as they 


have taken bas usually been to 


hamper rather than to encourage 
farming development, and, in par- 
ticular, to prevent the creation of 
large plantatious financed by for- 
eign capital. 

Striking testimony as to the back- 
wardness of agricultural develop- 
ment in the islands was given last 
year by a Dutch tobacco expert who 
visited the Philippines to study the 
progress in the cultivation of Philip- 
pine tobacco,, fearing competition 
for’ the -Sumatra industry. The 
Dutch island of Sumatra, it will be 
recalled, is famous for the delicate 
quality of its ‘tobacco, much of which

YOUTH AND CRIME. 

. Statistics’ presented by «the sub- 
committee of the NewYork State 
Crime Commission tend to support 
the statement made by CLARENCE BS. 
Darrow that almost all crimes are 
committed by boys iri their teens or 
by those who’ began a criminal ca- 
reer at that age. The’ median age 
for those who commit robberies is 
not over 23. .“ Saving criminals is 
in the last analysis saving children.” 
Even our imperfect statistics show 
that the dangerous age is constantly 
growing younger. 

The testimony of Mr. DARROW has 
special weight in view of the theo- 
logical opinions imputed to him, and 
of his opportunities for observing 
those accused of crime, It is to the 
effect that the child must be forti- 
fied by teaching, and not alone by 
that but by habits formed in re- 
sponse to it. “It is only rarely that 
“a boy carefully trained and fitted 
“ for life is sent to jail.” The teach- 
ing to which he looks is moral and 
religious, with such education as 
will result in forming and fixing 
character through habitual doing. 
“The protection of the child or 
grown person comes from habit.” 
Hence the public schools are coming 
to make a place for those habit- 
forming precepts and practices which 
lead to the righteous: development 
of the individual and the protection 
of society. In the revision of. the 
curriculum for the New York public 
schools this is specifically planned. 

Attention must also be given, as 
Justice APPELL of the Children’s 
Court of Westchester County has 
suggested, to mending the habits of 
those who have started in the wrong 
direction—the juvenile offenders. 
That New York City is doing better 
in dealing with these than the up- 
State counties is to be inferred from 
the figures presented by Senator 
KNIGHT'S committee. -The differ- 
ence is attributable especially to the 
more efficient probation work in this 
city. But, after all, that is a make- 
shift. It is difficult and disappoint- 
ing at best. The advice which Dr. 
CooLey, Chief Probation Officer of 
the New York County General Ses- 
sions Court, gives to parents goes to 
the root of the matter: 

If your child shows_ tendencies 
toward persistent mischief, take 
him to the best psychiatrist avail- 
able. Have the child thoroughly 
examined physically and mentally. 
Science will provide a way for you 
to correct his faults. If you fail 
to do so, there will come a time 
when society, the law, will ask the 
penalty of your neglect. And the 
child, as well as you, must pay 
and pay heavily. 

With the massing of millions in 
the great centres where parental 
authority no longer has its former 
scope or power, society looks more 
and more to the school, which, with 
the church, should be but the bul- 
wark of the home.

In New Jersey 
Roads the Essex County 
Through Forest Park Commission 
Reservations, D0? Shed. the 
Highway Depart- 
ment not to, invade the reservations 
set aside for recreation: In Essex 
Park, a wild forest three miles long 
by one wide,.signs tell the people 
that the woods and waters are theirs, 
and they are requested not to‘ build 
fires and not to injure. trees and 
bushes. But the Highway Depart- 
ment will make no promise that 
roads will not be built for the use of 
motorists, ) 

Major Sioan, State Highway Engi- 
neer, announces that it will probably 
be necessary to run roads here and 
there into the parks. The. Legisla- 
ture has directed the Highway Com- 
mission to construct roads between 
certain given points by the most 
direct lines practicable. All reason- 
able efforts have been made to avoid 
encroaching upon park lands, but in 
certain cases to do so would involve 
too large an expenditure of money. 

There are avenues near some of 
the parks that will soon not be able 
to carry the maximum of traffic. 
The trouble with this alternative is 
that traffic on the roads through 
parks cannot fail to be heavy. There 
will be an end of seclusion and a 
positive injury to the reservations if 
their areas are to be used by heavy 
trucks as well as by automobiles. 


It is hard to believe 
that the college boys of 
the 1850s were not so 
well behaved as the col- 
legiate tribe of today. 
A study of their pictures—sedate, 
earnest, thoughtful and mustached— 
would convince even the most skep- 
tical of their respect for law and 
order. Young as they were, they 
look very grandfathers for wisdom 
as compared with the scatter-brained, 
sleek-haired youths of today 
dash madly about the country by 
motor car, roller skate or airplane. 

Yet one of these lads of 1850, eye- 
witness of college cavortings in the 
days of President Fii_morz, testifies 
that the young men of that time were 
not so docile as the boys today, were 
“more antagonistic to the college 
authorities,’’ and did not have the 
present-day regard for college regu- 
lations. This is the view of Mr. 
George AuGusTUs Pgasopr, Harvard’s 
oldest graduate, who was in. the class 
of ’52 and is now 96 years old. 

At first blush this seems encourag- 
ing. Then one wonders if perhaps 
the oldest ‘“‘grad”’ isn’t passing a too 
kind judgment on the youngsters of 
today, with the ripe tolerance of his 
years. A more likely explanation of 
such a verdict might be the glamour 
that three-quarters of a _ century 
lends to the goings-on of distant 
days. Those were wild days and wild 
youths, and the fellows who cut 
classes and chapel bell-ropes with 
equal daring came to New York on 
sprees and braved professorial wrath 
with unbowed head—those were real 
heroes. 

You may call the fellows in those 
early classes old fogies now, but if 
you had known them in their prime 
you’d be'singing a different tune.

charity drive, and that he knew 
Klemas ofily slightly. He also is,ac- 
cused of having given false testi- 
mony to.the Grand Jury when_ he 
said he had derived no pecunia 
profit fromthe Transylvania Hos- 
pital Commission, -a--charitable or- 
ganization of which he is head. 


Tells of Alleged Payment. 
Klemas was the first witness. He 
testified that he had met Buchler on 
several occasions.

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MRS. WRIGHT RELEASES 
ARCHITECT BY DIVORCE 


Latter Is) Now Free to Marry 
Montenegrin Dancer as His 
Third Wife. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 26, ®.— 
Frank Lioyd Wright, internationally 
known architect, whose marital dif- 
ficulties have kept him before the 
public for several years, today was 
free to anticipate marriage with 
Olga Milianoff,.Montenegrin dancer 
and mother of his child. Judge A. 
G. Heppman at Madison granted a 
divorce decree to Mrs. Miriam Noal 
Wright, who, after bitterly opposing 
Wright’s desire for a divorce several 
years, finally accepted a cash settle- 
ment out of court. Under the Wis- 
consin law, Wright may marry again 
after a year. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Wright said 
that $6,000 was to be paid her im- 
mediately and that $30,000 was to be 
placed in her name as a trust fund, 
she to receive $250 a month during 
the remainder of her life from that 
fund. 

Mrs. Wright, in San Francisco, de- 
clined to comment, referring all ques- 
tioners to her attorneys. The cash 
settlement and Wright’s promise that 


he would lead a moral life preceded 
the court decree. Mr. Wright today 
was said to be alone at Taliesen, his 
Spring Green estate. 

His first bungalow at Taliesen was 
the scene of the murder of seven per- 
sons in 1924. The victims were Mrs. 
Mamah Borthwick Cheney, with 
whom Wright had been living, her 
three children, and three servants, 
all of whom were slain with an axe 
by a discharged servant, who then 
fired the bungalow. Later, two 
other homes were built on the estate 
and successively burned. 

Wright was divorced once before in 
1922 from Mrs. Catherine L. Wright 
on a charge of desertion. Recently, 
from Florida, she advised him that 
she was willing to do what she could 
to help him unravel the domestic 
tangle in which he was then involved 
with his second wife. 

Last year in court the architect de- 
clared that he had loved only four 
women, and that ‘“‘the world knows 
who they were.” 

Wright is characterized as the 
founder of a new school of architec- 
tural design, involving broad, low 
lines and cubist effects. Among his 
outstanding work was the Imperial 
Hotel in Tokio, Japan, which with- 
stood the earthquake. 


REFUSES TO PUT TROOPS 
IN IOWA COAL FIELDS 


Governor Hammill Tells Owners 
and Miners to End Trouble 
and Keep the Law. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Aug. 26 ®).— 
Governor John Hanimill today urged 
the Iowa coal operators and miners 


to strive for a settlement of .their 
differences, declaring that ‘‘the pub- 
lic is interested in a settlement and 
the miners need the employment and 
Iowa the industry.’’ The Governor 
for the third time refused a request 
of the operators to send State troops 
into the mine fields of Appanoose 
County to aid local officers in pre- 
serving order. 

Governor Hamill told the operators 
and miners that, ‘‘instead of talking 
about each other,” they should ‘‘talk 
to each other,’’ and arrive at a set- 
tlement of their differences. 

The Governor denied the request 
for troops on the ground that the sit- 
uation in Appanoose County did not 
warrant such a course. He reached 
the conclusion at the end of a con- 
ference with operators, miner’s 
union officers and the civil officials 
of Appanoose County. 

The Governor warned the —2— — 
and the miners that “law must 
vail,’’ and directed the Sherif “of 
Appanoose County to “‘take all neces- 
sary steps to preserve order and pro- 
tect the lives and property of the 
citizens.’’ 

He specifically directed the Sheriff 
to protect the men who are re 
on the $5 a day wage schedule and 
to see that no property is destroyed.

Violent Bidding-Up of Certain 
Stocks Rénewed, General List 
Higher-~Sterling Rises. 


‘With one-fifth of the day’s trans- 
actions again monopolized by General 
Motors shares, yesterday’s stock 
market repeated the preceding day's 
program of an excessively violent ad- 
vance in a few selected stocks, with 
the rest of the list moving irregularly 
_ and attracting no great interest. The 
objective was apparently to excite 
the imagination by these few sensa- 
tional performances, trusting that fi- 
nancial ideas in general would be 
shaped accordingly. Thus one stock, 
Commercial Solvents, was bid up 16% 
points on top of an exactly equal net 
advance on Thursday, and Vulcan 
Detinning stock, a comparative new- 
comer as a spectacle, supplemented 
its 13%-point rise of the day before 
with a further rise of 20 points yes- 
terday, quickly followed by a 17- 
point decline. 

General Motors stock did not repeat 
Thursday's 7-point rise, but it ran up 
4% points further, and no doubt ab- 
sorbed a great amount of speculative 
realizing sales. The very remarkable 
picture of expanding trade and prof- 
its, set forth in the report of the com- 
pany for the first half of 1927, will 
naturally be cited as explaining the 
action of the stock and, in the face 
of this evidence of achievement, it 
would be ungracious to suggest that 
increase of 43 per cent. in the com- 
pany’s net profits has been accom- 
panied by rise of 71 per cent. in its 
stock. Possibly the most interesting 
information in this semi-annual re- 
port is its statement that the com- 
pany’s output of the period increased 
220,281 cars over 1926. Since the to- 
tal six months’ output of all Ameri- 
can companies, according to the Gov- 
ernment’s returns, decreased 278,606 
cars, there is a .pretty formidable 
margin of shrinkage to be accounted 
for elsewhere in the motor ‘trade. 

In the general stock market there 
was again the familiar mixture of 
advances and declines, but the ad- 
vances predominated. yesterday, in 
contra:-t with the numerical showing 
of the day before. Railway shares, 
which had fallen back on Thursday, 
were mostly higher yesterday. As a 
rule, neither the day’s advances nor 
the day’s declines were maintained 
up to the closing. 

The sterling market and the cotton 
market both went into new high 
ground for the year. Sterling at 
$4.85% reached the highest end-of- 
August price since England’s re- 
sumption of gold payments; it has 
risen % cent in a month which is al- 
most invariably marked by a falling 
rate and which carried it down a full 
cent a year ago. Whether the con- 
tention of hostile critics is correct or 
not, that the lowering of the New 
York Reserve Bank rate on Aug. 4 is 
to blame for extravagances on the 
Stock Exchange, there is no doubt of 
its indirect importance as a factor in 
sterling’s value. 

Yesterday’s renewed and rapid rise 
in cotton, more than canceling the 
reaction of the day before, carried 
the spot price nearly to 22 cents, a 
figure not touched since October, 
1925, and nearly 30 per cent. above 
the market prior to the Govern- 
ment’s August estimate. A change 
of such magnitude can only be de- 
scribed as ‘‘discounting’’ weevil ac- 
tivities on the scale of 1921. This 
Summer’s unseasonable weather has 
certainly given that enemy his 
chance; yet one cannot wholly for- 
get that even in August, 1926, the 
Department of Agriculture reported 
that “boll weevils are increasing’’ 
and that “‘there is menace of mate- 
rial damage.”

Rise in Bank Stocks. 


A strong upward movement in the 
price of bank stocks has been one 
of the features of the financial situa- 
tion recently, and has attracted con- 
siderable attention in view of the 
ease which has prevailed in the 
money market. The low rates, how- 
ever, have been offset in a measure 
by the large volume of business done 
by the banks, and there has also

Argentina Reverts to Gold. 


The official announcement that Ar- 
gentina is to return to the gold 
standard came as no surprise in 
financial circles here. Heavy gains 
in the export trade of Argentina had 
not only resulted in raising the peso 
above par in foreign exchange mar- 
kets but had caused a considerable 
inflow of gold. Not only has gold 
been moving from London to Buenos 
Aires, but there have been direct 
shipments of the metal from South 
Africa.

Awards Totaling $29,780, 172 
to Be Made Next Week— 
Competition Keen. 


LARGE ISSUES SCHEDULED 


Nova Scotia at Head of List With 
Call for $12,050,000—Several 
Syndicates to Make Bids.

A sharp ‘advance in the amount of 
new State and municipal bond issues 
scheduled for award next week as 
compared with the week just end- 
ing is shown in the new total of $29,- 
780,172, representing the financing 
of eighty-six communities. The re 
vised tota] for this week was $10,- 
843,244. Much of the increase is due 
to the offering of the $12,050,000 
Province of Nova Scotia issue, a call 
for tenders for which was made sev- 
eral days ago. 

The principal domestic issues for 
next week include the $1,000,000 Al- 
bany Port District, N. Y., bonds, 
which sale had been postponed on 
account of an error in making up 
the serial maturities; an issue of 


$1,250,000 Hutchinson County, —— 
bonds; the $3,000 


Po 
the $1,500,000 State of South Dakota 
bonds. 


Smaller Issues in Demand. 


Keen bidding is expected for many 
of the smaller issues, due to the fact 
that dealers’ lists have been short- 
ened materially during the last fort- 
night by the closing out of various 
small issues. The increase in bonds 
to be awarded next week, therefore, 
will enable dealers to stock up in 
anticipation of the. September de- 
mand. Such issues as $884,500 Mount 
Vernon, N. Y.; $750,000 North Hemp- 
stead, N. Y., Union Free School 
District, and $450,000 Schenectady 
County, N. Y., are calculated to 
bring out a host of bidders. 

This week has seen a slight stiffen- 
ing of prices in several of the larger 
blocks of municipal bonds still undis- 
tributed as well as in the smaller 
pieces. A few iarge orders for bonds 
have come from institutions, but the 
numerous small sales to investors 
have accounted for most of the busi- 
ness put through. The general pre- 
diction in municipal circles is that 
prices will continue firm, at least 
until the temper of the September 
irivestment demand is felt, when quo- 
tations will depend also upon the 
supply of new issues coming into 
the market. . 

Inter-dealer trading is still an im- 
portant feature of the market. It is 
understood that in the last few days 
several blocks of bonds which have 
been ‘‘sticking’’ with the original 
syndicates have been offered to one 
or two of the larger distributers who 
have taken some of the bonds. In 
one or two instances bankers in 
other cities who have outbid New 
York syndicates for c issues 
have offered the unsold portions of 
such issues to local houses. 

Several dicates are expected to 
enter bids 
of Nova Scotia issue. Under the 
terms of the sale, bidders are re- 
quired to submit alternate bids for 
the bonds as twenty-five-year bonds, 
optional in twenty years, and for two- 

ear notes. The issue will bear in- 
erest at the rate of 4% per cent. 
It is usual for several Canadian 
banks to be included in the syndi- 
cates headed by New York houses.

GENERAL MOTORS GETS 
41% OF AUTO SALES 


Company Iucreases Its Share of 
All Cars and Tracks Sold 
From 28% Last Year. 


General Motors produced 41 per 
cent, of all automobiles and trucks 
sold by the industry in the first half 
of 1927, according to a study of the 
company’s operations just completed 
by Hornblower & Weeks, investment 
bankers. In 1924 the company’s per- 


centage was 16 per cent., as com- 
pared with 19 per cent. in 1925 and 
28 per cent. in 1926. 

Because large scale production of 
the new Ford model is not expected 
before the close of the year, there 
is reason to expect a continuance of 
the record-breaking average, the 
bankers say. There is the additional 
fact that many buyers are delaying 
their purchases in expectation of a 
great bargain in the new Ford.

$20,000,000 IS WITHHELD

such members as desired withdrew 
their portion of the unsold bonds and 
placed them in investment accounts, 
where they would not be available for 
the open market until mid-Septem- 
ber. Approximately $20,000,000 was 
withdrawn, leaving about $25,000,000 
to be offered at the reduced prices. 

The new prices placed the fifty- 
year corporate stock on a 4 per cent. 
basis and the serial bonds on a 3.95 
per cent. basis. However, despite 
this drastic price-cut the movement 
of the bonds and stock was extremely 
slow. This was due to the stagnant 
condition of the municipal bond mar- 
ket in July. Incidentally, the an- 
nouncement of the new prices caused 
a general reduction of all New York 
City bonds outstanding and some ad- 
justments in other municipal issues. 
However, in this connection it may 
be said that the syndicate did not 
attempt to influence the market for 
its issue by supporting the market 
for other issues outstanding. 

During the last few days, under 
the influence of a firmer tone in the 
municipal bond market as a whole, 
several large blocks of the New York 
City issue have moved out to in- 
vestors. July, following the 
price-cut, approximately $5,000,000 
was disposed of, but during the last 
few days more than $15,000,000 has 
been distributed, leaving less than

Future of Other Bonds. 


Just what disposition will be made 
of the $20,000,000 now in the invest- 
ment account of various members of 
the syndicate cannot be definitely 
stated.

at higher levels. Much, of course, 
will depend upon the status of the 
general municipal market at the time 
the syndicate expires in mid-Septem- 
ber, for it is quite possible that a 
large percentage of the bonds now 
withdrawn from the market will be 
placed privately.

"| Tax-Exemption Enhances. Value of 


Securities,. but Does Not Control 
Their Prices. 


One of the major problems with 
which . distributers of municipal 
bonds have to contend is that of con- 
vincing private investors, and partic- 
ularly small investors, that the obli- 
gations of Statesb, cities, towns, 
counties and districts as a class are 


with. this is the question of the se- 
curitiy of municipal issues, 

To the average investor of small 
means bond dealers have endeavored 
to bring home the idea that the 
municipal issue not only affords the 
maximum of security, next to United 
States Government. bonds, but actu- 
ally shows a greater yield than is 


indicated by the coupon rate. For 
example, on account of the tax-ex- 
empt features, both Federal and 
State, the bonds of New York munic- 
ipalities sold on a 4 * cent. basis 
actually are equivalent to a yield of 
pa apne pw 5.33 per cent. on a 
general bond. 

The tax-exempt feature of the mu- 
nicipal bond is by no means the sole 
reason for the relatively high prices 
quoted. It. is a fact that or to 
1913, when no general income tax 
existed in the United States, munic- 
ipal bonds always sold at higher 
prices than general bond issues. An 
analysis of the differences between 
current municipal bond prices and 
those of general obligations shows 
that the spread is much the same as 
that which existed prior to 1913. 
The inference is, therefore, that the 
tax-exempt feature does not control 
= prices at which municipal bonds 
sell. 


Safety as a Factor. 


The factor of safety, one that is 
of the utmost importance to the in- 
vestor, is regarded as one.of the most 
important in regulating the range of 
municipal prices. It is on this score 
that dealers are endeavoring to edu- 
cate the investing public, particularly 


validity of certain issues, the finan- 


cial competency of issuing munici- 
palities and also the general good 
faith of the borrower. Such items 
as the tax rate, the taxing power 
of the municipality and assessed 
valuation are set forth in bond circu- 
lars, but, unfortunately, are not fully 
understood by many nvestors. 

A low tax fo usually implies a 
healthy financial condition on the 
part of a municipality, but owing to 
the lack of uniformity of the rae 
governing taxes in many parts of 
country there are many penn, Yar 
to this rule. Generally the State tax 
is the lowest, with county, city and 
town tax rates coming next in order. 
The bondholder must also give strict 
attention to the taxing power of a 
municipality, ascertaining to what 
extent the tax power shall he em- 
ployed and to what extent it may be 
employed. On the question of as- 
sessed valuation, it may be stated 
that this figure, which is all-im- 

portant in the figuring of the tax 
— and the real valuation, is ob- 
tained by assessors for the basis of 
taxation. Still another point of vital 
importance is the ge of the obli- 
gation issued.

Ohio Chief Justice Denounces 
National Leaders Who Would 
. ~ Make It a Dead Letter. 


URGES LAW ENFORCEMENT 


But Telle Chautauqua (N. Y.) Audi- 
ence That it Depends Directly 
on the People Themselves. 


CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 26 
().—The exercise of more care in the 
selection of public officials, the com- 
bating of organized crime with or- 
ganized righteousness and the formu- 
lation of a sound public opinion were 
named by Chief Justice Carrington 
T. Marshall of the Ohio Supreme 
Court, in an address here tonight, as 
the three essentials in bringing about 
better enforcement of existing laws, 
notably the prohibition statutes. 

In his, the principal address at the 
annual law enforcement session of 
Chatauqua assembly, Justice Mar- 
shall declared that all laws can be 
enforced, but that the answer to the 
question of whether they will be en- 
forced lies directly with the people. 

“Tt is quite certain,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
they will never be perfectly enforeed, 
just as no human regulation is ever 
made to function perfectly. It is for 
the people to say whether they will 
be jonably enforced. 

olaw is a complete success. All 
law is a restraint and an abridgment 
of natural liberty. It is the price 


we pay to society for the protection | w 


it affords us.’’ 

Throughout his discussion Justice 
Marshall dealt especially with the 
prohibition laws, ‘‘not because those 


laws are different in their general 
character from other laws,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘but by reason of the larger 
number of sympathizers with their 
violation they form a peculiarly apt 
illustration of the fallacies and soph- 
istries of the doctrine of so-called 
personal liberty.’’ 

‘The most serious feature of this 
entire —** he continued, ‘is 
that certain persons high in the 
councils of the nation, and certain 
other persons occupying positions of 

rominence in the social and educa- 

onal life of the nation, are advo- 
cating the abrogation of the law by 
common consent, which ig only an- 
other form of advocating nullifica- 


tion. 

“It would be a matter of ave 
concern that the President of the 
largest university in the nation has 
declared the law to be inefficacious 
and unenforceable and immoral ex- 
cept for the fact that practicall 
every President of every other uni- 
versity in the nation has repudiated 
that thought and denounced the pro- 
posed nullification of this or any 
other law.’’ 

Justice Marshall declared that he 
found it difficult to understand the 
political philosophy of ‘“‘those who 
cry out against the tyranny of ma- 

orities,”’ but that a survey of the 
ield showed them to be “either per- 
sons of radical views and tendencies 
or principals and representatives of 
—— interests who are out of 

rmony with existing institutions 
and who are necessarily found in the 
minority.’’ 

“Again, there is a large element,”’ 
he added, ‘“‘whose commercial inter 
ests and opportunities for amassing 
wealth are somewhat curtailed by 
certain classes of law and regula- 
tions, all of which are framed by 
the majority in the interest of all 
the —— It is apparently the view 
of the minority that their personal 
selfish -interests are more impor- 
tant than the welfare of the com- 
munity as a whole.”’ 

Possible sources of this dissatisfac- 
tion with existing conditions were

YACHT !S DESTROYED,

Donald B. Wood Has Narrow 
Escape as His Aarera Il Barns

J.) About a Suspected Ship. 


NO LIQUOR FOUND ON IT 


Dry Agents Say They Think Captain 
is Under Bail on Port Newark 
Charge.

HACKENSACK, N. J., Aug. 26.— 
Prosecutor A. C. Hart of Hacken- 
sack this afternoon sent word to 
Mayor August Stoeck and Chief of 
Police Frank Trinka of Little Ferry, 
asking them to appear in his office 
next Tuesday to explain the failure 
of the police of the borough to ob- 
serve the presence of the schooner 
Stormy Petrol in a dock there last 
Tuesday and Wednesday. The 
Prosecutor also wants to know why 
the police made no report of the gen- 
eral belief that thousands of cases 
of whisky were removed in trucks 
from the vessel on those nights. 

When the Prosecutor first heard 
of the reports he sent Lieutenant De- 
tective Allyn and two others of his 
force to search the schooner, but 
they found no trace of liquor on 
board. 

*“‘The surface indications are that 
she had been unloading liquor for 
two nights, and that trucks had been 
passing back and forth to this dock 
throughout the entire first night,’’ 
Mr. Hart said. ‘‘Our suspicions were 
fortified by the disinclination of the 
people involved to give clear explana- 
tions for their presence. It is said 
that the amount of inebriation in 
that district justified the belief that 
a new avenue of supply had been 
opened.”’ 

Federal agents from Newark visit- 
ed Little Ferry today, and they ex- 
pect to cooperate with Prosecutor 
Hart in his investigation. Captain 
Frank eVlez was in charge of the 
schooner. It was said he appeared 
to be confused when asked why the 
schooner came up the Hackensack 
River with a consignment of lath for 
a Clifton firm, when he should have 
used the Passaic River.

ALARMS THEIR ELKS 


Reports From 400 Cities Show 
Situation to Be the Worst 
in the Country’s: History 


POOR . HOUSING IS BLAMED 


Lack of Sanitary Inspections and 
Ignorance of Public Officials 
Also Scored by Order. 


A health report based on state- 
ments from more than 400 cities 
throughout the country’ was the 
chief matter of business before yes- 
terday’s session of the annual con- 
vention of the Improved Benevolent 
Protective. Order of Elks of the 
World, a negro organization, meeting 
at Zion. A.’M. E. Church, 140 West 
137th Street. The presentation of the 
report was preceded by the election 
of minor officers. 

The .report was prepared by a 
committee of eleven, headed by Dr. 
William J. Thompkins, 


City, Mo., who, it was said, is the 
only negro health official in the 
United States. The survey was be- 
gun last year after statements had 
been made about the unhealthy con- 
dition of negroes, which made insur- 
ance companies consider them bad 
risks. To date a few more than 400 
of the 700 cities to which question- 
naires were sent have replied. 
According to Dr. Thompkins, the 
report has excited interest among 
national and State health officials 
and insurance companies. The Amer- 
ican Public Health Association, it 
was said, has offered assistance, in- 
cludi financial aid, in pr in 
and distributing the report. Senet Bove 
Finds Conditions at Worst. 


According to the report, negro 
health conditions generally are worse 
than they have ever been in the his- 
tory of the country. This is attrib- 
uted to failure of landlords properly 
to care for their tenants, who must 
live in poorly constructed houses 
without proper sanitation. It is 
charged that Boards of Education 
and most public health officials are 
ignorant of the negro problem and 
have no program for the betterment 
of the race. 

There has been no health inspec- 
tion in some negro sections for years 
and in some localities bathtubs are 
unknown, the report said. Pool 
rooms, lunch rooms and barber shops 
were said to be centres of disease be- 
cause of lack of ventilation and 
health inspection. 

Replying to a statement that the 
negro birth rate is falling off, the re- 
port declared that at least 25 per 
cent. of negro births are not regis- 
tered. Principally due to the birth 
rate and the increase of births over 


deaths, the report said, the ~ negro 
population of the United States had 
increased considerably. 
Infant mortality in cities of 25,000 
population or more, in 1919 was 131 
1,000; in 1924 it had dropped to

1 113 per 1,000. According to last census 


reports, the report said,’ nineteen 
negro. babies are born every. hour. 
Of that number.two die and during 
the same hour thirteen adults die. 
Causes of death were given as ignor- 
ance, malnutrition and economic and 
living conditions. [legitimate negro 
births, .it was said, are nine times 
t in number, as illegitimate 
white births. It was urged that steps 
be taken for the moral protection of 
negro women. 


Many Cities Lack Hospitals. - 


‘In only twenty-four cities in 143 
it was found that negroes are repre- 
sented in health departments. Forty- 
three of the cities had no hospitai 
facilities for negroes and thirty-three 
reported acute housing conditions. 
The chief causes of death among 
negroes were given as tuberculosis, 


Poeuthonia and whooping cough. Of 
,000 deaths ‘last year, 40, were 
attributed to tuberculosis. At least 


§ | one-third of ‘the 40,000 died’ because 


of improper enforcement of sanitary 
laws, the report alleged. The r- 
cen of negroes dying of tuber- 
culosis is four time as great as 
among whites, it was said, only few 
States providing care for negroes 
suffering with the disease.
